legally 65 years old on January 1, 
and eo wasn't eligible on tbe day the j 
law became effective.

Soon after the purchase of Louisi- 


ana from France, that part of the 
territory which comprises the state 
was divided into twelve settlements 
called counties These districts were 
not Nearly defined and proved un- 
satisfactory for the purposes of civil 
government. In 1807 the legislature 
of the territory of Orleans divided 
the territory into nineteen districts 
and called them parishes, from the 
old French and Spanish ecclesiastic- 
al districts or parishes.
